SUGGESTIONS 

This  is  a  list  of  publications  currently  available  from  the  Farm  Economics 
Research  Division.     It  is  not  a  complete  catalog  of  the  Division's    research 
publications.     The  supply  of  some  important  publications  is  exhausted.    Much 
of  the  research  of  the  Division  is  done  in  cooperation  with  State  experiment 
stations,   and  research  reports  published  by  the  cooperators  are  not  included 
in  this  list. 

A  reading  of  this  note  will  help  you  avoid  the  time  and  expense  of  asking 
for  publications  that  you  may  not  want  or  need. 

Some  people  ask  us  to  put  them  on  the  mailing  list  for  "everything"    the 
Farm  Economics  Research  Division,  ARS,  publishes,   even  though  they  may 
really  want  or  need  only  a  few  of  them.     A  number  of  our  reports,   however, 
are  useful  only  to  persons   interested  in  particular  subjects,    such  as   farm 
electrification  or  our  farmland  resources,    for  example.     Very  few  folks 
really  need  all  of  them.     So  here  is  our  suggestion. 

If  you  want  certain  statistics   regularly  as   soon  as   they  are  released, 
find  out  which  report  publishes   the  figures   first.     For  instance,   detailed 
figures  on  values  of  farmland  appear  first  in  Current  Developments  in  the 
Farm  Real  Estate  Market.     If  you  are  interested  in  farm  costs,    the   Farm 
Cost  Situation  will  furnish  the  data  you  want. 

We  do  not  have  publications  that  contain. county  figures.     These  you'll 
have  to  get  from  the  Census  of  Agriculture  taken  every  5  years  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  (U.  S.   Department  of  Commerce),   or  else  write  to  the  Agricul- 
tural Statistician  of  your  State  (Agricultural.  Marketing  Service  has  a  list  of 
their  addresses). 

If  you  are  still  uncertain  as  to  which  publication  will  serve  you  best, 
write  to  us,  stating  what  you  want  as  specifically  as  possible.  We  want  to 
help  you,  but  please  don't  ask  to  be  put  on  the  mailing  list  for  a  publication 
issued  regularly  unless  you  have  seen  a  sample  copy  and  are  sure  you  want 
it.  And  please  do  ask  us  to  take  your  name  off  the  mailing  list  whenever  you 
no  longer  want  a  publication  you  are  getting.

WORK  OF   THE  FARM  ECONOMICS  RESEARCH  DIVISION,    ARS 


The  Farm  Economics  Research  Division  carries  on  a  national  program 
of  economic  and  statistical  research  on  farm  problems  involving  the  economic 
use  of  labor,   land,   buildings,   and  equipment  in  farm  production,   and  adjust- 
ments in  farming  to  technological  developments  and  changing  market  outlets 
including  vertical  integration  and  contract  farming.     Studies  are  made  of  the 
organization  and  operatipn  of  farms  in  representative  farming  areas  in  the 
interest  of  increasing  farm  income  by  improvements  in  methods  and  systems 
of  farming  used.     Studies  of  the  economics   of  soil  conservation  are  carried 
on  to  ascertain  the  income  potentialities   of  soil  conservation  practices, 
appraise  the  problems  involved  in  establishing  and  maintaining  conservation 
systems  of  farming,   and  evaluate  the  public  and  private  benefits  and  costs. 

Division  research  on  farming  efficiency  includes  studies  of  farm  labor, 
trends  in  mechanization  and  other  technological  developments,  electrification, 
farm  structures,   fertilizer  and  pesticide  usage,   and  livestock  feeding  prac- 
tices.    Research  on  production,  income,   and  costs   involves  appraisals  of 
farm  output  and  productivity  (nationally  and  by  commodity  and  region), 
studies  of  costs   and  returns  on  important  types  of  farncis,   and  problems   of 
low -production  farms   and  their  opportunities   for  income   improvement. 
Studies  of  agricultural  finance  deal  with  farm  cpedit  facilities,  financing  of 
farm-living  and  farm  production,   agricultural  risk  and  insurance  problems, 
farmi  real  estate  values,   and  impact  of  taxation  upon  individual  farmers  and 
agriculture  as  an  industry.     Land  and  water  research  involves  studies   of 
economic  use  and  development  of  land  and  water  resources,  economic -legal 
aspects   of  land  and  water  use  including  rural  zoning,   land  income,   land 
tenure  problenas,   and  farm  leasing.     Much  of  the  research  of  the  Division  is 
conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  and 
other  public  and  private  research  agencies. 


PERIODICALS  AND  REGULARLY  ISSUED   REPORTS 


Farm  Costs  and  Returns.  .  .  .  Commercial  Farms,  by  Type,  Size,  and  Location,  issued 
annually,   presents   summary  results    of  farm  operations   in   the   year  preceding  the 
year  of  issue  for  about  30  important  types    of  commercial  farms  in  major  producing 
areas  of  the  United  States.     Comparisons  with  previous  years  are  included. 

The  kinds  of  information  shown  for  each  type  of  farm  include:    Size  of  farm,  land  use, 
numbers  of  livestock,    crop  and  livestbck  production,    investment,  cash  receipts,  cash 
expenditures,   net  cash  farm  income,   value  of  perquisites,    changes  in  inventories   of 
livestock  and  machinery  and  buildings,   net  farm  income,    charge  for  capital,    and 
return  to  operator  and  family  labor.     Index  numbers    are   included  for  11  important 
summary  items.     A  map  shows  the  location  of  each  type  of  farm  studied.    Tables  show 
the  amount  of  land,   labor,   and  capital  associated  with  each  type  of  farm  studied. 

The  Farm  Cost  Situation,   issued  twice  yearly,  reviews  the  situation  as  to  farm  labor, 
farm  power  and  machinery,   feeds,    livestock  on  feed   or  to  be  fed,    seeds,   fertilizer, 
building  materials,    containers   and  supplies,   pesticides,   land  values   and   rentals, 
interest,    ta:>{es  and  insurance,    and  costs  on  farms  of  different  types.     Tables  show 
index  numbers  for  goods  and  services  used  in  production;  numbers  of  machines  on 
farms;  feed  supplies  in  relation  to  livestock;  retail  seed  prices;  value  of  farm  real 
estate;  and  in  some  issues,   net  income  and  total  production  and   operating  expense 
per  dollar  of  gross  farm  income   on   commercial  family-operated  farms,   by  type. 
The  outlook  for  farm  costs  in  the  year  ahead  is  analyzed  in  the  fall  issue.     In  the 
spring  issue,    more  attention  is  given  to  the  effects  of  changing  technology  on  farm 
costs. 

Changes  in  Farm  Production  and  Efficiency  is  an  annual  publication  designed  to  pres- 
ent major  statistical  series  on  farm  production,   production  inputs,    and  efficiency. 
A  brief  digest  of  what  each  series   shows  to  date  is  included  as  is  an  explanation  of 
the  methods   used  in  developing  each  statistical  measure.     The  publication  provides 
in  one  place  the  latest  information  for  each  of  the  several  series  that  have  been  devel- 
oped to  appraise  production  trends,    changes  in  farm  inputs   and  practices,   uses   of 
cropland,  animal  units  of  breeding  livestock,  improvement  in  labor  productivity,    and 
the  progress  of  farm  mechanization. 

Three   supplements    containing  detailed  data  by  farm  production  regions   are  issued. 
Supplement  I  contains  index  numbers  of  farm  production  for  each  of  certain  groups  of 
livestock  and   crops.     Supplement  II  contains  index  numbers   of  man-hours   of  farm 
labor  used  for  each  of  these  groups,    and  Supplement  III  contains   index  numbers   of 
farm  production  per  man-hour  for  each  group. 

The  Balance  Sheet  of  Agriculture,    issued  annually,    carries  forward  the  comparative 
balance   sheet  of  agriculture  first  prepared  for  1940.     Each  balance   sheet  is   as   of 
January  1  of  the  year  it  is  issued.     The  balance  sheet  views  agriculture  as  though  it 
were  one  large  enterprise.     It  is  an  aggregate  of  individual  series  of  farm,  assets  and 
the  clainis    to   these   assets.     In  effect,   it  is    comparable   to  a  consolidated  balance 
sheet  of  all  farms,   but  it  is  not  restricted  to  the  assets  and  debts  of  farm  operators. 
It  includes,    in  addition,    the  farm  assets  owned  and  the  farm-mortgage  debt  owed  by 
nonoperators. 


The  Agricultural   Finance  Review  is  issued  annually  and  an  annual  supplement  is 
issued  later  in  the  year.     The  Review  discusses  current  developnlents  and  research 
findings   in   the  various   phases   of  agricultural  finance.     In  addition,    it  is   a  basic 
source  of  financial  data  pertaining  to  agriculture  in  the  United  States.    As  such,    it  is 
intended  for  use  by  agricultural  groups,   government  officials,    economists,   and  edu- 
cators who  have  need  for  a  ready  compilation  of  material  relating  to  agricultural 
finance. 

Signed  articles  by  research  specialists  or  officials  of  operating  agencies  and  brief 
news  items  cover  important  developments  in  the  changing  financial  situation  of  agri- 
culture and  in  the  financial  institutions  that  serve  agriculture.     Research  findings 
and  analyses  relate  to  such  subjects  as  sources  of  capital  used  in  agriculture,   farm- 
mortgage  credit,   non-real-estate  credit,   financing  of  specialized  activities  such  as 
purchase  of  machinery  and  storage  of  commodities,    agricultural  risk  and  insurance, 
farm  bankruptcies,   farm  real  estate  values  and  transfers,    taxation  of  farms  and  of 
farmers,   and  the  interrelations  of  agriculture  and  public  finance. 

A  statistical  appendix  contains  detailed  data  by  States  and  by  geographic  divisions. 

The  Review   carries  a  list  of  current  research  activities  in  agricultural  finance  as 
reported  by  Federal  and  State  agencies.     Reviews  of  pertinent  books  are  included. 

Current  Developments  in  the  Farm  Real  Estate  Market,    issued  three  times  a  year, 
summarizes  significant  facts  on  trends  in  farmland  values,   volume  of  sales,   financ- 
ing farm  purchases,    and  influences  that  affect  the  land  market.     Index  numbers  of 
estimated  average  value  per  acre,   by  States,    are  included  in  each  issue.     Graphic 
material  is  included  occasionally. 

For  tables  showing  taxes  and  values  of  farm  real  estate  over  a  period  of  years,    as 
well  as  other  pertinent  information,    see  Agricultural  Statistics,    issued  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,   Washington  25,   D.    C.     For  reports   on   the   land 
m.arket  in  selected  areas,   see  those  listed  on  page  7  of  this  publication. 

Animal  Units  of  Livestock  Fed  Annually  is  issued  each  year.     It  presents  three  sets 
of  animal  units:    (1)  Grain -consuming  livestock;  (2)  roughage -consuming  livestock; 
and  (3)  grain-and-roughage-consuming  livestock.     Each  issue   shows    these  units   by 
States  from  1919-20  to  date. 

Livestock  Production  Units,    issued  once   a  year,    gives   production  units   for  milk 
and  eggs;   for  live-weight  production  of  hogs,    cattle,    sheep,    chickens,   broilers, 
and  turkeys;  for  numbers   of  horses    and   mules   on  farms,    and   for  number  of  goats 
clipped. 

Farm  Real  Estate  Taxes,  an  annual  publication,  shows  the  amount  per  acre  and  the 
anaount  per  $100  of  full  value  levied  on  farm  real  estate,  by  years  and  by  States  and 
geographic  divisions.     Total  taxes  levied  by  years  are  also  included. 

Farm  Mortgage  Debt,   an  annual  publication,   with  varying  title,  contains  tables  show- 
ing the  total  debt  outstanding  and  loans  held  by  principal  lenders;    by  years   and  by 
States.     Comparisons  are  naade  with  the  year  preceding  the  year  of  issue. 


Publications  Issued,   which  appears  bimonthly,    is  a  checklist  of  Division  publications 
issued  during  the  previous  2  months,    including  publications  issued  by  State  agricul- 
tural experiment  stations  and  other  agencies  with  which  the  Division  cooperates.  This 
checklist  will  prove  helpful  to  those  who  wish  to  keep  up  to  date  on  all  material  cur- 
rently issued  on  a  specific  subject. 

The  Agricultural  Finance  Outlook,    issued  each  fall,    includes  information  concerning 
the  farm  income  situation,  the  farm  income  outlook,  the  financial  condition  of  farmers, 
farm  real  estate,   farm  debts,   farm  financial  assets,   farm  taxes,   insurance,    and  the 
regional  situation  and  outlook. 

Agricultural  Outlook  Charts,    issued  each  fall  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
and  the  Agricultural  Research  Service,    contains  charts  and  maps.     Accompanying 
data  are  those  likely  to  be  especially  useful  to  extension  workers  and  others  in  pre- 
senting the  key  factors  in  the  economic  situation  and  outlook  for  agriculture.     These 
include  highlights  of  the  Nation's  general  economic  situation,    as  well  as  extensive 
information  on  food  supplies   and   consumption,   farm  production,    costs,   prices, 
income,   expenditures,   land  and  land  values,    and  farmer's  share  of  the  consumer's 
food  dollar.     Numerous  commodity  charts  show  the  important  trends  for  individual 
crops,   livestock,    and  livestock  products. 

Catalog  of  Selected  Charts  Available  from  U.  S.  D:  A.  ,    issued  annually,   presents   a 
selection  of  charts  available  from  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Those  included  are  chosen  because  they  are   suitable  for  general  purposes  and  are 
of  continuing  usefulness.     In   addition   to   charts   prepared  by  the  Farm  Econonnics 
Research  Division,    the  catalog  lists  charts  prepared  by  other  divisions  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Research  Service  and  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,    Foreign 
Agricultural  Service,   Farmer  Cooperative  Service,    Forest  Service,   and  Rural 
Electrification  Administration. 

Agricultural  Economics  Research  is  published  jointly  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service.     This  periodical,   which  is  issued  quarterly,   began  with  the  January   1949 
issue.     It  is  intended  as  a  medium  for  the  publication  of  technical  articles  which  deal 
with  methods,    results,   and  findings  of  research  in  agricultural  economics.     Included 
are  interim  reports  on  work  in  progres-s,    articles  on  new  research  methods  or  tech- 
niques,   critical  discussions  of  old  techniques  that  are  in  regular  use,    and  articles  on 
new  or  expanding  areas  of  research  or  statistical  fact  gathering.     Discussions  of 
techniques  cover  the  probable  usefulness  of  new  developments  and  the  place  of  such 
new  areas  of  work  in  the   agricultural  field.     Invited  to   contribute  to  the  journal  are 
representatives   of  the  Agricultural   Marketing  Service  and  the   Farm  Economics 
Research  Division,  Agricultural  Research  Service,  and  State  agricultural  statisticians 
and  members  of  their  staffs.     Each  issue  carries  an  annotated  list  of  recent  research 
and  statistical  publications  in  agricultural   economics   issued  by   the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service,    the  Farna  Economics  Research  Division,   Agricultural  Research 
Service,    and  cooperating  State  agencies. 

Free  distribution  of  this  periodical  is  limited  chiefly  to  professional  workers.    It  may 
be   obtained  frona   the   Superintendent   of  Documents,    Government  Printing   Office, 
Washington  25,   D.   C.  ,   for  75  cents  a  year  (foreign  rate  $1.00).
